Now that the terms of the peace 
treaties have been decided upon 
here they are so that the public 
may judge: 

REPARATIONS: 

From Italy—A total of $360,- 
000,000; of which $126,000,000 will 
go to Yugoslavia, $105,000,000 to 
Greece. $100,000,000 to Russia, 
$25,000,000 to Ethiopia, and $6,- 
000,000 to Albania. 

From Bulgaria—A total of $70,- 
000,000 of which $45,000,000 will 
go to Greece and $25,000,000 to 
Yugoslavia. 

J From Romania—A total of $300. 
000,000, all to Russia. 

From Hungary—A total of 
$300,000,000, of which $200,000.- 
000 will go to Russia; Czechoslo¬ 
vakia and Yugoslavia divide $100.- 
000,000. 

From Finland—A total of $300,- 
000.000. all to Russia. 
TERRITORIAL CHANGES: 

Italy—Loses African colonies 
(Eritrea, Somaliland and Libya). 
Trieste, the Dodecanese Islands, 
special rights in China, and minor 
areas to Yugoslavia and France; 
recognizes independence of Alban¬ 
ia and Ethiopia. Trieste is to be 
internationalized under the UniUd 
Nations. Italv is to continue con¬ 
trol of the African colonies pend¬ 
ing their final disposition by the 
big powers within 12 months.

so that veterans having lease on a 
farm of not less than three years 
durat'on may obtain a loan for 
stock and equipment. These will 
not exceed 4095 of the value of 
land under lease to maximum of 
$3000. 

In this case the veteran pays an 
initial deposit of 20% of the sum 
applied for, and the contract calls 
for repayment of 40% of th\p total 
amount applied for. 

Under section 13 of the Act, ad¬ 
vances may be made to a qualified 
veteran who is owner and operatqr 
of a farm, for the purpose of buy¬ 
ing stock and equipment for per¬ 
manent improvements. Advances 
for all purposes must not exceed 
60% of the value of the farm to a 
maximum of $4400| 

Advances for stock and equip¬ 
ment must not be more than 60% 
of the value of land to a maximum 
of $2500. 

Repayments must be secured by 
a first .mortage on such land. 

When settling on provincial 
lands, a grant, not to exceed $3320 
may be made available to the vet¬ 
eran for the purpose of: 

a. Jjkilding material and construc¬ 

tion cost. 

b. Clearing and break of land. 

t. Essential livestock and farm 
equipment. 

d. Machinery and equipment, es¬ 
sential to forestry. 

e. Commercial fishing equipment. 

f. Tranping and fur farming 
equipment. (Not breeding 
stock). 

g. Essential household equipment. 
The provincial avricu'tural lease 

regulations call for; 

a. Residence on the lease (with 
some exceptions) 

b. Cultivation. At the end of the 
ten year period there must h« 
at least 80 acres broken and in 
crop on a quarter-section and 
160 acres on a half-section. 

?. Crop share. Fxc’pt w u en yields 
are less t v an 5 bushel per sere, 
a ore-e : ghth share, of all crons 
grown 'hall he delivered to the 
province, as rent and taxes, begin¬ 
ning in the fourth year of the 
granting of the lease. 


Operation of Veterans’ Land 

ervisor 


Act Outlined by Sup< 


(From High River Times) 

Mr. Butendyck, supervisor of 
the Veterans’ Land Act as it oper¬ 
ates in this district, addressed Ro- 
tarian.s'*bn what the Act is doing 
for the returned men or women. 

After outlining the Act as 
established in 1942, and amended 
in 1945, th’e speaker said r ■ouite- 
ments in respect to farm capability 
are fairly strict, and must indicate 
ability to manage farm property 
competently. Those who had the 
desire to farm but lacked suffic¬ 
ient practical experience might be 
placed with selected farmers for 
practical instruction. 

The question of how much mon¬ 
ey may actually he paid for land 
and improvements, discloses a re¬ 
cent amendment so that the whole 
86000 which was made available 
may now be used for purchase of 
land and improvements (Formerly 
$ 1800 was for land and $1200 for 
stock and equipment L Of this 10*7, 
is paid by the veteran as an initial 
deposit, and the entire coat price 
of land, improvements and build¬ 
ing material in excess of 86000. 
The coat to th» veteran in addition 
to the 10% initial depoait and any 
excesa cost paid by him amount to 
two-thirJ'. of the coat price to the 
director of land and improven'ents.

WHEREAS in the opinion of 
this Council it is desirable to make 
arrangements with a doctor or doc¬ 
tors to provide Medical and Surgi¬ 
cal care and attention to all resi¬ 
dents of that portion of the Muni¬ 
cipal District described as follows: 

Those portions of township four¬ 
teen in ranges twenty-two and 
twenty-three; township fifteen, 
ranges twenty-one and twenty- 
two; and township sixteen, range 
twenty-one, situate in the said 
Municipal District, and 

All of townships fourteen and 
fifteen in range twenty-four; town¬ 
ships fifteen and sixteen in range 
twenty-three, and township six¬ 
teen, range twenty-two, all west 
of the 4th Meridian, and 

WHEREAS Section 245 of the 
Municipal District Act empowers 
the Council of any Municipal Dist¬ 
rict to provide such services,

Alberta is the loftiest province 
in Canada. The average height 
above sea level is about half .a 
mile. 

St> we live a little closer $o She 
heavens than do Canadians else¬ 
where—“a hearer vault and of a 
tendered blue than which bends 
above the eastern hills.” 

But it is the Alberta night sky 
in the later autumn that provides 
the grandest sight of all.
